THE LEGISLATI VE. 


Special ta the Gazette. 


M a d iso n, March 30.—The Legislature 
will finally adjourn to-monow noon, af­ 
ter a session of eighty days. The session 
of last year was eighty-three days, but 
the average for thirteen years past has 
been sixty-seven days. About three hun­ 
dred and twenty-five bills have passed 
both houses, out of about uiue hundred 
aud fifty introduced. The total appro­ 
priations of the session has been six hun­ 
dred and sevauty-five thousand two hun­ 
dred and fifty-four dollars, against two 
hundred and eighty-three thousand last 
year; bat the sums voted for enlarging 
the capitol, for the industrial school for 
girls, and the deficiency in the State in­ 
stitutions have caused the excess. 
To-day has been wholly devoted to 
holding mock sessions, and a great deal 
of hilarity prevailed. 
This session has been more noted for 
killing bills and for long winded debates 
than any known at the capitol for many 
years. 


M a d is o n , March 29.—The Assembly 
to-day passed a bill, which.was concurred 
in by the.Senate, taxing telegraph com­ 
panies as follows: For the first wire $1 
per mile; for the second wire, 50 cents 
per mile; for the third wire, 25 cents per 
mile; for the fourth wire, 20 cents per 
mile. 
The Senate committee on finance intro­ 
duced a bill to-day, which passed both 
bouses, levying 
a 
State 
tax 
of 
$500,000 
for 
the 
year 
1882. 
Owing to the large number of 8{>ecial ap­ 
propriations made at this session, the 
State t |i for next year is doable the 
amount levied for the year 1882. When 
the bill was under consideration in the 
Assembly Mr. Price took occasion to 
charge extravagance in State affairs, and 
gave as his opinion that the expense of 
the State oould be cut down $100,000 
without detnmeut to any public inter­ 
est. 
Tho Assembly bill, creating a bureau 
of labor statistics tor the passage of which 
thousands of workingmeuhave petitioned, 
was refused a third reading in the Sen­ 
ate. The vote was nine yeas to nineteen 
nays. 
The Assembly concurred iu the joint 
resolution asking for reform in making 
appointments to office by making fitness 
the sole requisite, and forbidding assess­ 
ments for political purposes, and adopted 
the Senate resolution for final adjourn­ 
ment on Friday.

Taking oat Patents. 
Apropos of tho editorials that are gen­ 
erally written on patent reforms, the 
Scientific American notes the fact that 
the line of argument is substantially 
identical in most newspapers. 
It holds 
that the idea that an inventor who has 
brought forth, painfully or otherwise, 
something of value to tho rest of the 
community should be compelled to pay 
for the privilege, heavily or lightly, is 
simply absurd. 
Also that the jieualty 
imposed should increase with the amount 
of the benefaction is still more absurd. 
It says : “ Indirectly the successful in­ 
vention does contribute to government 
support in taxes in proportion to the rate 
at which it increases individual and pub­ 
lic wealth ; but that is for service by the 
government other than and independent 
of the issuance of an official certification 
of the invention in the form of letters 
patent. The assertion that the majority 
of patents are worthless is so contrary 
to the evidence of fact that it cannot be 
set down to ignorance. ” The A merican 
denounces the advocacy of the policy 
of ‘extinguishing “ useless patents,” on 
tbs ground that it is a mischievous as­ 
sumption to presume that all {latents 
which are not speedily developed and 
mode commercially productive are use­ 
less. The American pointedly observes 
that the above-mentioned positions on 
this subject “ are token by those, and 
those only, who are pecuniarily inter­ 
ested— as principals or attorneys—in so 
modifying the operation of the patent 
k v as to facilitate the seizure and en­ 
joyment of patented inventions without 
the preliminary formality of consulting 
the inventor or incurring any subse- 


In an interesting article in the Popu­ 
lar Science Manfhh/t Dr. Felix L. 
Oswald discusses at length the hygiene 
of the teeth,

no necessity frr the* use of brushes, and

(’overed With Gold* 
It is a curious fact that Russia, one of 
the poorest cd civilized countries, makes 
a greater parade of wealth iii one reselect 
than any other state. Tile domes of all 
the pre*at churches in S t Petersburg, 
Moscow, aud other large towns, are 
plated with gold nearly one-quarter of 
an inch thick. The new church of the 
Savior represents a value of fully SII),* 
000,0(10. 
The Isaac Cathedral in S t 
Petersbugh may l*c safely credited with 
at least twice that amount So strong, 
however, is the old Slav belief in the in­ 
violable sanctuary of "holy places,” 
that, during 
tlcss seasons of wide­ 
spread and bitter distress, no attempt 
lins ever I»een made to plumier the gold 
thus temptingly exposed. 
Indeed, one 
of the finest churches in S t Petersburg, 
the Kazan Cathedral, owes its massive 
shrine to the plunder taken by the Cos­ 
sacks in 1812. 


I t is asserted by M. Emile de Lave- 
leye that the world’s available supply of 
the so-called precious metals is rapidly 
diminishing, and, while it may not soon 
become exhausted, the time cannot be 
far hence when it must beccme inade­ 
quate to meet all demands upon it. 
It 
can hardly bo honed that tho lack can 
be filled by new oiscoveries for any ex­ 
tended period, as the quantities existing 
at the earth’s surface can at best be but 
very limited, although vast masses prob­ 
ably exist in the inaccessible interior of 
the globe. It is computed that the world 
is five times as heavy as an equal vol­ 
ume of water, while the rocks of the 
earth’s surface only average two and 
one-half times the weight of water. 
It 
follows from this that the still molten 
center must contain a great amount of 
very heavy substances. 
With water as 
a unit, the sjiecific gravity, or compara­ 
tive weight of gold is about 19, plati­ 
num 21, aud iridium 22, silver being but 
IO and iron 8. 
When the globe was in a 
liquid state these metals would have had 
a tendency to gravitate toward the cen­ 
ter, and those of exteme density now 
found by us owe their appearance near 
the surface to volcanic agencies. The 
great bulk must yet remain near the 
center.

A Studious Inventor. 
Ransom Cook. who died at Saratoga, 
last summer, was master of tweuty-six 
trades, and ow ner of seventeen patents. 
Among tho latter was one for tho im­ 
provement 
in 
the 
manufacture of 
wrought iron aud steel cannon. This 
idea was appropriated by Sir William 
Armstrong, who made both fame and 
fortune out of it. Among tho otlior 
patents was one for a lunch case, one for 
a fan blower, one for a hydraulic appar­ 
atus for producing a blast, for an im­ 
proved electromagnetic ore separator 
(made by Mr. Cook when 80 years old) 
an improvement in blast yipes for carry­ 
ing heated air and gases to furnaces, an 
improvement in scissors, an improved 
boring instrument known as the "Cook 
Auger,” an improved machine for turn­ 
ing the lips of augers, an iraj roved bit 
for Ijoring wood, an improvement in 
ventilating and excluding dust from 
railway cars, an improved exhaust fan, 
and an improvement in the mode of 
straining saws for saw-milla.

He hit upon the idea of 
examining the lips of the worm common­ 
ly known as the wood-borer, with a 
microscope, and from this model, fur­ 
nished by nature, he made his auger, 
which was very successful His work­ 
shop was a curiosity. 
He made all his 
own models, and had engines aud ma­ 
chinery well adapted to the pur pose. 
He has also accumulated one of themost 
complete and valuable collections of 
scientific and mechanical books in the 
country.
